As best I can Judge at this time. I/ll be working on the 4th 
edition of HARD TIMES TOKENS in mid-1991, and this should be 
published in late 1991. Perhaps October. 

I'd like to quote from your manuscript in that edition, 
whether it is actually Published or not. I'm quite willing to 
cite a manuscript 'scheduled for 1991 Publication' or a similar 
Phrase. I did just that twice before, quoting from a Gene Hessler 
book and from a Gregory Brunk book where their publication was 
imminent.

The Piece is well made of brass. 26mm in diameter. Plain 
edge, with all design elements incused. Please keep this Photo 
for your records. I have since returned the Piece to Tom with 
the Photo negs, and eventually will publish this Piece in one 
of my token books. 

If you can shed any light on its Provenance, it would be 
appreciated. I look at so many tokens these days that a really 
unusual one like this seems worthy of a bit of extra effort. 

One another subject*. I feel that it is necessary the A.N.S. 
reestablish its long-dormant Token Committee. Les Elam tells me 
this is not Justified. But I have talked to Dave Bowers and Margo 
Russell, both of whom agree with me, and I wonder if I could enlist 
your support in this effort? 

I think you know me well enough to know I have no commercial 
motivation in my feeling. I use A.N.S. facilities occasionally to 
research various books I do, and on my last visit in December, 

1991 I found some Pretty terrible misattributions of material 
donated in the 1950/s and earlier and, apparently, ignored for 
years by staff. This statement is not meant as criticism, just a 
recognition that emphasis has been lost on the token area recently. 

May I hope this finds you in good health and spirit?
